To the inhabitants of the town of Brentwood qualified to vote 
in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Town, 
on the Second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 

1. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2. ‘To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and Clerk. 

3- ‘To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools; for paying the town debts and defraying the 
interest thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said 
town; for laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks, and 
building and repairing bridges ; for the maintenance of the poor ; 
for schoolhouses ; and to establish and maintain public libraries, | 
cemeteries, and parks or commons, and to improve the same ; to 
prepare and publish the early history of the town. 

5. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

6. Tosee if the town will vote to buy a road machine and 
appropriate money to pay for the same. 

7. To elect a coinmittee to purchase said machine. 

8. To transact all other business which may come before said 
meeting.

The Board of Education submits the following Report for the 
year ending March 1, 1891. 

Whole number of children between the ages of 5 and r5 years, 
as enumerated by the selectmen April 1, 1890, 112; boys, 68; 
girls, 44. 

Whole number of scholars, 5 years of age and upwards, who 
have attended school in town, 139. 

In acting under the provisions of the law passed in 1889, in 
relation to supplying the schools with text books, etc. at the 
expense of the town, the Board has thought it advisable to make 
a change in reading books only. In selecting teachers for our 
schools the board has kept steadily in view the fact that they who 
are intrusted with the serious duty of instructing our children, 
should possess, not only the necessary literary qualifications, but 
also that moral tone and temper of character which should enable 
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them to impress upon the minds of those under their charge the 
importance of truth, justice and self control. All efforts on the 
part of teachers to secure these most desirable results, should re- 
ceive the prompt and cordial co-operation of every friend of our 
common schools. 

The Board is glad to be able to say that there has been a 
steady progress in the character of the schools; if the advance 
has not been all that could be desired, it has still been something, 
and that something in the right direction. 

More exact and thorough teaching (the application of methods 
due to the influence of our normal and other preparatory schools) 
has not been without gratifying results. 

It has been found necessary to make a change of teachers in 
two of the schools during the past year not from any dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of the teachers or of the School Board, but be- 
cause the former found a more inviting field of labor. 

A change of teachers during the schoul year is not apt to con- 
duce to the prosperity of the schools. even if all are equally well 
fitted for the work of the school room.
